SOUTHERN POPULISTS ANGRY. 


Middle-of-the-Roaders Who Sold Themselves to 
Hanna Find They Were Beautifully Buncoed.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—The Southern “Middle-of-the-Road” 
Populists who accepted Hanna’s money and promises and worked for Mc- 
Kinley during the campaign have declared war against their employer and 
his party. They have been demanding pie®ver since March 4, but have been 
given no encouragement at the White House. ._Their demands upon Hanna 
have been laughed at and they have been turned down in every difection. 
In retaliation the “Middle-of-the-Road” wing has declared that it will not 
coalesce with the Republicans in the South. 

J. C. Manning of Alabama, a new and youthful convert to the cause of 
Republicanism in the South, is mad all over. Manning was a candidate for 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General and was here at the inauguration ready 
to take the job the next day. But, somehow, he did not have the indorse- 
ment of the old-line Republican bosses in his State and the days passed 
on, while hope dwindled to a minute speck in the far horizon. Last night Mr. 
Manning came out in a card announcing that rather than be mixed up in 
the scramble for spoils now going on among the Alabama Republicans, he 
withdrew. 

He and his friends are unquestionably mad. They say there is no doubt 
of the old ring controlling the patronage that goes to the Southern States and 
there is no chance for anybody else. Men like William Youngblood, who 
is the Alabama boss, they say, do not propose there shall be any white ac- 
cessions to the Republican party in their respective States. Manning’s chief 
claim to fame has rested on the fact that he was President of the Southern 
Ballot Rights League, in which capacity he furnished campaign thunder 
about Southern election frauds. He was a Populist and at one time a member 
of the Alabama Legislature, but came out last June as a supporter of Mc- 
Finley, and did some “spellbinding” in New York, Philadelphia and other 
Hastern States. 

Manning’s friends say that the Southern Republicans were prolific in 
their promises when they were playing for Populist aid, begging that Watson 
be kept in the field, but now propose to crowd Populists and all other new- 
comers to the wall, wanting all the pelf for themselves. 

The Hannaites merely say that they bought the “Middle-of-the-Road” 
wing once and can do it again whenever their services are worth anything.

SAD DEATH OF 


MONTGOMERY COUNTY GIRL 


SENT HOME A CORPSE. 


CAME HERE IN’ TROUBLE. 


A Physician, Trying to Conceal Her 
Shame, Performs an Operation 
Which Results Fatally. 


Ollie Goshorn, the 22-year-old daughter of 
William Goshorn, of Gamma, Montgomery 
County, Mo., came to St. Louis January 16. 
On March 15 she died at 2630 Olive street, 
and two days later her body was shipped to 
her father’s home. Her relatives were in- 
formed that she died from bleeding at the 
nose. The records at the Mortuary of- 
fice show that, according to Dr. J. C. Thur- 
man, the attending physician, puerperal 
fever caused the death, 

Between these two dates, January 16 and 
March 16, there is a.strange history. The 
poor girl, whose body now lies in a grave 


treatment that caused great suffering and 
ultimate death. She was taken from place 
to place as if she were a fugitive from jus- 
tice. She was taken in ambulances at the 
dead of night, and at last, when her troubled 
spirit found rest in eternal sleep, a, dead 
wagon carried the remains to an under- 
taker’ s. 

It will be necessary in telling this story 
to mention a number of persons. The ma- 
jority of them had nothing to do with the 
girl's suffering; indeed, they befriended her 
as much as lay in their power. Others were 
the innocent tools of the principals. 


Wiliam Goshorn is one of the wealthies»s 
citizens wf Montgomery County. He is a 
farmer and stock raiser and lives in a fine 
country residence one mile south of Gam- 
ma. He has four daughters and two fons. 
The girls are extremely popular in Gamma. 
They are pretty and well educated. The 
two eldest attended a seminary. Ollie, the 
third daughter in point of age, was ad- 
uated two years ago from the Gamma High 
School. She was a typical country lass and 
her first visit to St. Louls was a 
year after graduation. 

When Ollie was a little girl at Gamma 
two of her schoolmates were Otto Hckardt 
and Riley McIntosh. The boys came to Bt. 
Louis after leaving school. McIntosh was 
iven a start by his father and opened a 
arber shop at 706 Market street, where 
he is at present located. Eckardt decided 
in the grocery business and he 
is now at Clark avenue and Sixteenth 
street. In their school days Otto and Ollie 
were sweethearts. They corresponded after 
he came to St. Louis, and finally, when he 
made a visit to Gamma last summer, they 
became engaged, 

From this time untfil the middie of Jan-

GOV. STEPHENS POSITIVELY AN-

SLATE MADE A HARD FIGHT. 


The Measure Had an Interesting His- 
tory and Numerous Very 
Narrow Escapes.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 244.—To- 
day Gov. Stephens announced positively 
that he would not approve the Slate as- 
sessment bill. He has not yet written his 
formal message of disapproval, but the 
veto is certain. 

Mr. Slate is here yet. He has labored 
hard to persuade the Governor to approve 
the bill, but has failed. Great pressure 
has been. brought to bear on the Governor 
in favor of a veto, many hundreds of mes- 
sages having been received from mer- 
chants of the State. 

The Slate bill has a history. It was intro- 
duced early in the session, and from the 
very beginning of its legislative course it 
was the subject of violent opposition, When 
the bill came up In the House for engross- 
ment, three days’ time was devoted to its 
discussion. It was materially amended, 
and after still further discussion it passed 
the House. Then it was passed by the Sen- 
ate just at the close of the session. No 
bill evor introduced in the Missouri Legis- 


and in view of the violent opposition that 
the bill encountered, the wonder is that it 
was passed. The constitutional majority 
necessary to the passage of a bill in the 
House is seventy-one votes. The Slate bill 
had exactly that number. and one vote less 
would have defeated it. After a long strug- 
gle before the Ways and Means Committee 
In the Senate, it was reported favorably 
in that end of the legislative mill. 

At 10 o’clock Saturday a resolution was 
adopted in the Senate providing that after 
12 o'clock on that day no more bills should 
be considered. Just before 12 o'clock the 
Slate bill was called up and thoroughly 


discussed. On roll call it had nineteen votes, 
one more than the constitutional majority. 
Mere was another narrow escape. In fact, 
the bill had narrow escapes at every turn. 
From the time of its introduction it has ap- 
parently had both feet in the grave, and the 
most aggressive work on the part of Mr.

POLITICAL FRAUD. 


Jefferson County Democrats Have 
Evidence to Show That Ballots 
Were Tampered With.

HILLSBORO, Mo., March 24.—The con- 
test for county offices has been on in earn- 
est before Circuit Judge Green since Mon- 
day morning. Evidence is being taken in 
support of a motion made by the Demo- 
crats to reject the County Clerk’s report 
of recount* of ballots for the reason that 
the ballots have been tampered with and 
changed since they were filed in his office. 
The recount shows that Democrats who 
were elected by the official count by twenty- 
six majority are now defeated by thirty- 
five majority, 

Startling and positive evidence of fraud 
has been produced. Twenty-five Democrats, 
most of them men of prominence, whose 
word would be taken without their oaths, 
have sworn positively that their ballots 
have been changed since they were de- 
posited in the bailot boxes, and others are 
to follow. Most of the changing was done 
with the returns of five precincts, Hercu- 
laneum being the worst. There thirteen 
ballots, properly rejected, are replaced with 
good Republican tickets and other ballots 

ave been scratched to make Democrats 
lose. Three of the judges and one clerk 
have testified positively to this. Only 
eighty voted at that precinct, and the re- 
count gives certain Republicans ten more 
votes and certain Democrats six less than 
certified. The evidence shows that the 
frauds were directed principally against the 
Democratic candidates for Representative, 
Collector, Sheriff, Prosecuting-Attorney and 
County Judges. 

The Circuit Clerk and County Clerk and 
his deputies have testified as to their inno- 
ence, and the only other Republican wit- 
ness has been an election judge who ident!-

QUICK RESULTS OF THE TRANS- 
MISSOURI DECISION. 


ASSOCIATIONS ABANDONED. 


The Santa Fe and Burlington Systems 
Withdraw and All Western 
Roads Will Follow. 


CHICAGO, March 4.—Every Western 
freight pool association and combination 
having headquarters in Chicago is ap- 
parently in a condition approaching dissolu- 
tion as a result of the decision of the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court declaring all such pools 
to be in violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
act. 

One railroad, the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, has taken quick action, and 
served notice of withdrawal from all the 
freight organizations of which it has been 


a member. 

These are: Western Freight Association, 
Southwestern Traffic Association, Colorado 
Freight Association Transcontinental 
Freight Committee, Trans-Missoun Rate 
Committee, Seaboard Rate Committee (gen- 
era] Bastern agents of the Western roads in 
New York and other seaboard points). All 
these associations have been practically 
abandoned. 

Besides the Santa Fe, the Burlington, 
Minneapolis & St. Louis, Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, Chicago Great Western and several 
others are said to have already forwarded 
notice of withdrawal. 

No notice of withdrawal from the West- 

ern Passenger Association or other passen- 
ger organizations of the West has yet been 
given, There is hardly a doubt, however, 
that these also will have to go by the 
board. Chairman Morrison of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has rendered 
an opinion that the Trans-Missouri Freight 
Association case applies to passeng as 
well as to the freight associations of every 
character. 
As a further result of the United States 
Supreme Court decision in the Transmis- 
sour! Freight Association case, the entire 
Burlington system to-day gave formal no- 
tice of withdrawal from both the Western 
Freight Association and the Western Pas- 
senger Association. 

Notice of withdrawal from all the sub- 
ordinate bureaus of those two associations 
was also given. It is regarded as almost 
certain that this action on the part of the 
Burlington road, coming after the with- 
drawal of the Sante Fe system, will be 
followed at once by nearly all the Western 
roads, 

The Rock Island and Milwaukee & S8t. 

Paul roads are expected to withdraw. This, 
of course, means the disruption of the as- 
sociations, but will not necessarily result 
in a demoralizgation of rates. 
In fact, the Burlington has appointed 
Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
senger Association to handle its mileage 
tickets and to issue clergymen’s permits, 
which is regarded as a first step toward a 
reorganization of the Western Passenger 
Association, although necessarily on dif- 
ferent lines.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—Sena- 
tor Shelby M. Cullom, in discussin the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the Traffic As- 
sociation case, says that the decision is 
the most sweeping in its effect upon the 
railroads of any that has come from the 
courts in years. 

‘It will have the effect,”’ said Mr. Cullom, 
‘of absolutely putting an end to every kind 
of joint agreement concerning traffic rates, 
distribution of profits, etc., by the roads.

was kept. And only the tax necessary to 
enable the Sugar Trust to exact its milNons 
from the people—half a cent a pound be- 
tween raw and refined sugar—was imposed. 

“But, sir, you will search in vain for free | 
sugar in this bill, or anything else free 
which benefits the American people. All the 
demagogic cry of ‘free breakfast table’ has 
had to be abandoned. The Democratic party 
can at least boast that it has accomplished 
something by preventing this pernicious 
principle from being permanently ingrafted 
on our American system of taxation by. 
Government, but what comes of al! these , 
fervent utterances which rang through 
these halls only seven years ago, proclaim- 
ing the beauties of free sugar? What has be 
come of the laudation of free sugar by the 
cohorts of protection and the advocates of 
bounties? remember how the melodious 
voice of the present chief magistrate pro- | 
claimed the boon of untaxed sugar. I re- 
member how the gentleman from Maine, 
who now increases the tax on sugar, pro- 
claimed that the sugar tax was a burden 
paid by the consumer. I remember how the 
vigorous and vehement gentleman from 
New York (Mr. Payne) stood up and lauded 
the Republican party for taking the tax off 
sugar. 


“If the transfer to the free list of sugar 
and molasses gave the greatest relief,then it 
must follow that a reimposition of a high | 
tax on sugar will be the greatest hardship | 
now. These gentlemen must confess them- | 
selves as standing for an increase of the 
burdens of ‘the people according to their 
confession. Not only have they reimposed 
this burden of tuxation, but in doing so 
they have taken good care of the corpora- 
tions and trusts which now control ths 
Sugar market. The profit to the trust is 
raised by this bill from one-eighth of a 
cent a pound by the present law to from 
3 to SO cents on the hundred pounds dif- 
ference between raw and refined.”’

ettle’s indenture, but they were in doubt 
as to whether they could go further. 

Tuesday. afternoon Frank Paule and F., 
Oeters, of the Board of Managers, called on 
Mayor Walbridge and asked his advice on 
the point. As usual the Mayor was non- 
committal. He referred them to City Coun- 
selor Marshall, and when the latter was 
seen he said that it would be necessary for 
him to examine the articles of incorporation 
of the society before rendering an opinion. 

The point involved is a technical one. 
There is a special statute giving parents 
or the surviving parent the right to sur- 
render control of a child by indenture to 
a society, but no mention is made of a 
guardian’s right to do so. In this instance 
the House of Refuge is a guardian. 

There is also a special statute giving the 
Probate Court the right to appoint a so- 
ciety guardian of a child and in case Mr.

“She was a sweet country girl,” said 
Mrs. West, “frank, outspoken, and when 
she first came here was quite lively. She 
was rather short, had a mass of wavy 
chestnut hair and her facé was very pret- 
ty. She roomed with a seamstress, Miss 
Julia Morgarmsteed, who is now in Waxa- 
hachie, Tex. 

“When Ollie returned from her visit to 
Gamma she was downcast and morose. 
One night Julia ran into my room and said 
Ollie had some poison which she was going 
to take. I hurried to the room and found 
the girl about to take a drug which I be- 
lieve was morphine. She said she wanted 
to die, that Otto would not marry her after 
he had promised to do so. I sat up with 
her that night and the next gay she left. 
While she was here Otto kardt was 
a frequent visitor. He called last Satur- 
day, told us, the girl had died from an 
accident and took a satchel which she had 
left behind. 


Mrs. Hughes answered the ring at 3039 
Olive street. She occupies the first floor. 

“The girl did not board with me,” she 
said, “but with a Mrs. Ward, who had 
rooms on the second floor. Mrs. Ward is 
not here now. She left yesterday. I don’t 
know where she moved. The Goshorn girl 
came there about the middle of February. 
On the last Friday of that month two 
men called to see her. One was a doctor 
and carried a satchel. My son let them in 
and says the doctor wore a beard. The 
men were upstairs a long time. Later in 
the day Mrs. Ward told me an operation 
had been performed.

The records of the City Hospital show 
that Ollie Goshorn was admitted there at 
10:40 o’clock on the night of Feb. 27. She 
was treated by Dr. Pduley. His report of 
the case is that she was suffering from 
the effects of.a drug. An examination was 
made, but there were no indications that 
an operation had been performed. She 
was discharged, ostensibly for treatment 
at the Female Hospital, on Feb. 28. 

Here there is a hiatus of one day. 

The records of the Female Hospital 
show that Ollie was admitted there under 
the name of “Ollie Jackson’ on March 1. 
She stated she was suffering from a bicy- 
cle accident. An examination was made, 
but no evidence of an accident having oc- 
curred could be found. The diagnosis was 
the same as that at the City Hospital—she 
was suffering from the effects of a drug. 
Dr. Crosser attended her and on March 9 
she was discharged as cured. “She was 
perfectly well when she left here,’’ said 
Dr. Crosser Wednesday. “She was preg- 
nant, but in excellent heaith.”’ 

On the evening of March 9 Ollie Goshorn 
was taken by some one to 2650 Olive street.

Of course any such idea is without foun- 
dation.

-The House did not 
want to pass this, but it was in the Dill 
and the rule that had been adopted did 
not allow of its being taken out, and the 
Speaker did not see how the rule was to 
be changed. 

The House actually asserted itself at this 
point and threatened to throw the express 
off the track, but after much effort unani- 
mous consent was secured to suspend the 
rule and strike out the Uncompahgre para- 
graph, after which the bill was rushed 
through according to schedule, What other 
jobs it carried with it there was not time 
to inquire. If this one had not been s0 
flagrant that not even one member would 
stand up for it, the House would have been 
powerless to defeat it without defeating 
the whole bill. 


Municipal Franchises. 


From the New York Journal. 

The constantly increasing expenditures 
of municipal governments call for the cre- 
ation of new sources of revenue. Taxation 
alone is inadequate to support the schools, 
the parks, the baths and the — public 
undertakings demanded for the health, 
growth and moral welfare of the popula- 
tion of a great modern city. This is espe- 
cially true of the tax system in force in 
under which one species of 
property—namely, real estate—is made to 
carry a disproportionate share of the bur- 
den. In all the principal European cities 
municipal franchises have been made to 
serve as a copious fountain of public rev- 
enue, to the relief of the taxpayer, par- 
ticularly the owner of real estate. Gas and 
electric light works, street railways and 
cab and omnibus systems are operated 
either directly or indirectly by the muni- 
cipality with a view to increasing the 
public income. Berlin and Paris each pay 
about 20 per cent of their expenditures 
from such sources.

She 
knew the names of a dozen keepers of tm- 
moral resorts and had come to have a bet- 
ting-room acquaintance with the women 
themselves. 

When the.fourth race was over, and Van 
Antwerp, her fancy, came in second, the 
little woman laughed, but it was not a 
hearty laugh. 

“I’ve got to be going now,” she said, as 
she gathered up the baby, who by this 
time was fast asleep. “Il cooked dinner 
for seven before I came here, and had to 
hustle to get away in time for the first 
race, and now I've got to hustle to get 
back and cook their supper. I'll see you 
again, I suppose. You'll be back here, of 
course. It’s a quiet place, and we need 
never be seen. There’s a rear entrance, 
you know.” 


The languag& and sentiments attributed 
to the little woman with the baby are in no 
way exaggerated. She is here quoted faith- 
fully, aa nothing has been added, nor have 
her words been stretched for the sake of 
effect. She looked honest and truthful. 
There is no reason to doubt her when she 
innocently observes that other women, like 
herself, are using money given them and 
earned at hard work by their husbands to 
gratify their passion for gaming. 
Perhaps it would be a wise move if some 
husbands were to happen in the vicinity of 
Eighteenth and Market streets some after- 
noon. They might learn and ,see things to 
explain why the bills are larger some 
months t) in others, and why the wife does 
not dress 1s well as her allowance should 
ermit—or maybe why she dresses so much 
etter and wears such finer jewelry than 
his wages would seem to allow.
